Voted, That Eli Ives, Jonathan Knight, and William 
Tully, be appomted a Committee to select and publish 
a Medical Communication previous to the next Con- 
vention. 


Voted, to accept the report of the committee appoint- 
ed to recommend suitabie Candidates for a degree of 
Doctor of Medicine; and this Convention do recom- 
mend Joseph Palmer, Jesse Carrington, Sylvester Wells. 
and John O. Minor, for the above purpose. 


Voted, That William Tully be appointed to write a 
Dissertation on the pernicious and destructive Effects of 
- Ardent Spirits, and read to the next Convention. 


Voted, to allow the account of the Secretary. 
Voted, to allow the account of the Treasurer. 


Voted, That no member of this Society shall be dis- 
missed from the same, without a reasonable excuse, of 
which the County Society shall be the judge ; provided, 
that no member shall be dismissed until he shall have 
paid all his taxes. “The County Society shall have the 
power to relieve those members, who are above sixty 
years of age, and who desire it, from all the burdens of 
the Society. The former Bye-Law respecting the dis- 
mission of members of the Society, is hereby repealed. 


Voted, to accept the report of the Committee of De- 
bentures.

requested to communicate to the next, Convention, the 
best mode of predaane a general and uniform Pharma- 
copeia. 


Voted, That Joseph Foot and William T i be ap-_ 
pointed a Committee to devise means for the Regulation 
of Apothecaries in the State of Connecticut; and, if 
they think proper, to draft a Petition to the Legislature 
upon this subject, and report to the next Convention. 


Voted, to adjourn to the County-House in New-Ha- 
ven, to meet on the Wednesday following the second 
Thursday in October, 1816, at 10 o’clock, A. M.
